if you look at the distance we cover in a week for example, is probably 
one of the highest, particularly of the part time teams, in the Champion- 
ship. A key thing to remember with this however is that volume doesn’t 
always demonstrate intensity — for example we could have one training 
session where we cover 5km which is a high volume bit at low intensity, 
and another where we cover 3km which is low volume, but at high in- 
tensity. How we balance this throughout the week is key in our planning 
process. 





Taking a look at todays game versus London. Coming off the back of a 
dominant display against Whitehaven in the playoffs and a strong sec- 
ond half against Featherstone, we need to make sure we are switched 
on and ready to make a point this week. London could easily be a 
banana skin as their record this year doesn’t really reflect the potential 
they have and their loses have generally been very close. With anoth- 
er good week of training behind us and building on some of the real 
growth we’ve shown over the past few weeks we should be in a position 
to put this game out of reach and avoid the last second draw we had 
last time we played them at home, or the washout when we played 
them away!

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Hello, and welcome to another home game “On the road”! Thanks to 
Featherstone for hosting a couple of games and we are now back at 
Doncaster which is always a great venue to play at. 


Concussion in sport is again high on the agenda when discussing player 
welfare issues and particularly in RL at present. This season you will have 
noticed a few “Tweaks” in the rules regarding contact with the head. | 
hesitate to say new rules, rather a new emphasis in the existing rules. 
Reading letters in RL publications and interviews on TV/radio, this may 
take a little time for people to get accustomed to, including coaches, 
players and supporters. The research and knowledge regarding concus- 
sion is constantly evolving as we increase Our understanding of the short 
and long-term consequences of head injury and repeated concussion. RL 
regulations are based on guidelines developed periodically by the Inter- 
national Consensus on Concussion in Sport which is a group of interna- 
tional experts in the field who gather and discuss the latest evidence and 
publish their findings. 


Rugby League led the way many years ago in introducing evidence-based 
care and standards as regards concussion management. We initially used 
paper and pen baseline (pre-season) and post injury assessments, similar 
to old skool games with matching digits and a trail type task. We then 
progressed to a computer based cognitive test and now a web based 
test called Cognigram which is now much more convenient to administer 
and quick for results. It is used in many contact/collision sports and is also 
used for research purposes into other types of head injury and neurolog- 
ical conditions, its validity and reliability regularly assessed. Players have 
a baseline measurement during pre-season which is compared to a post 
injury test as one of the assessments used to ensure the player is able 

to return to play following a concussion. When a player is taken off for 

a Head Injury Assessment the test used is a SCATS5 (Sports Concussion 
Assessment Tool version 5), freely available if you would like to check it 
out yourself. 


Another change this season is in the return to training & playing proto- 
col that all players have to follow after a concussion. For players aged 
over 18 a minimum of two days rest to allow symptoms to settle. There 
then follows a graded increase in stress starting with light cardiovascular 
exercise, gradually increased intensity, decision making and finally return 
to contact following an assessment by medical staff & after injury testing. 
This process now takes a minimum of 11 days thus a player will now miss 
at least one game following a concussion. Other sports such as RU & AFL 
have similar protocols and the extension in time to return is another ex- 
ample of evolving guidelines to improve player welfare.
